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RULES    AND    HINTS. 


Open  Lending  Library. — Come  in  person,  if  possible, 
and    preferably    in    the    forenoon    before    12,    or   in    the 
afternoon   between  2  and  6  o'clock.     If  unable  to  come, 
furnish   your    messenger   with   a    list    of  the   books   you 
would   like,   giving   authors,  titles,  and   numbers.     Bare 
lists  of  book-numbers  will  be  found  troublesome,  as  the 
Library  is  not  arranged  in  numerical  order.     Every  book 
taken   down   from   the   shelf  to   be   examined   should   be 
carefully  replaced  on  its  proper  shelf.     Every  shelf  bears 
a  number,  and  this  is  written  on  the  label  on  che  back  of 
the   book,  and  also  on  the  label  inside  the  front  board. 
This  should  enable  every  book  to  be  correctly  replaced, 
especially    as    the    books    on    each   shelf   of  a  tier  have 
differently  coloured  labels.     A  book  with  a   yellow   label 
on  the  back  should  not  be  placed  among  books  with  red 
labels,  or  vice-versa.     Avoid   carrying    books    about,   and 
particularly,  do  not  transpose  them  if  you  change  your 
mind  as  regards  the  book  chosen.     Rather  put  the  book 
first  chosen   on  the  hangmg  shelves  at  the  ends  of  the 
cases,  if   you    are   doubtful    of   the    right    place.     When 
unable  to  find  a  particular  book,  of  which  you  know  the 
number,  consult  the  "  Location  Book  "  which  lies  on  the 
window  ledge  near  the  exit,  or  ask  the  assistant  in  charge. 
For  example — You  want  "  Folia  Litteraria,"  No.  11,000, 
and  are  doubtful  of  its  position.     The  "  Location  Book  " 
will  instantly  direct  you  to  the  shelf  on  which  it  is  placed. 
But,  please    remember,  that    the  librarian  and  his    staff 
are  always  at  the  service  of  borrowers  as  regards  finding 
or  suggesting  books.     Duplicate  tickets  available  for  non- 
fictional   works  only    are   issued   to   readers   who  desire 
them,  and  who  fill  up  the  necessary  voucher  form. 
Reference    Library. — This    department    is    being    re- 
organised and  re-catalogued.     Readers  are  requested  to 
give  up  any  magazine  they  may  be   reading  ten   minutes 
after  another  reader  has  made  a  request  for  it.     There  is 
a  table  for  the  use  of  Ladies  only  in  this  reading  rocm. 
NeWS=roOm. — Crowding   round    the    newspaper    stands 
should  be  avoided.     Any  reader  may  give  ten   minutes 
notice  to  another  reader,  using  the  newspaper  or  periodical 
he  may  want,  that  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will  claim 
it.     The  staff  have  strict  orders  to  maintain  quietness  and 
settle  disputes. 
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This  "  Quarterly  Guide  for  Readers  "  will  consist  mainly  of  an  annotated 
list  of  Books  added  to  the  Library,  together  with  any  notes  or  information 
likely  to  be  of  service  to  its  users.  In  time  it  may  become  a  medium  of 
cammunication  between  readers  and  the  library,  leading  to  improvements 
of  many  kinds ;  but,  meanwhile,  its  most  valuable  feature  will  be  the 
continuous  list  of  books  added,  to  which  indexes  will  be  issued  every  year, 
enabling  each  little  volume  to  be  preserved  or  bound  as  an  annual  catalogue. 
The  general  catalogue  of  the  library  will  be  reprinted  on  somewhat  different 
lines  when  the  stock  of  the  old  catalogue  and  supplement  is  exhausted.  As 
regards  the  notes  occurring  throughout  the  list.  These  are  only  given  in 
cases  where  the  title  is  not  sufficiently  descriptive  of  the  contents  of  the 
book,  and  are  intended  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of  readers  unable  to  come  in 
person  to  the  library,  and  for  those  who  have  very  little  time  to  spend  on 
the  examination  of  the  books  themselves.  It  has  been  found  impossible  to 
add  descriptive  notes  to  the  greater  part  of  the  novel?,  chiefly  for  the  reason 
that  they  have  no  characteristic  by  which  they  can  be  distinguished.  The 
novel  of  everyday  incident,  of  the  ordinary  domestic  and  social  life  of. 
England,  or  of  what  may  be  called  the  civil  and  criminal  law-court  class, 
cannot  be  briefly  described  without  making  an  abstract  of  the  plot.  This 
would  require  a  special  staff  constantly  at  work  besides  a  vast  amount  of 
room,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  labour  involved  would  be  appreciated  by 
many.  The  notes  have,  therefore,  been  strictly  confined  to  naming  the 
country  or  main  scene  of  the  action,  with,  in  a  few  cases,  the  period  or 
purpose. 

A  brief  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Open  Lending  Library,  first  opened 
on  May  1st.  The  great  success  which  has  attended  this  experiment  is  a 
sufficient  justification  for  the  change  of  system.  During  May  and  June 
nearly  3,000  more  volumes  were  issued  than  in  the  same  months  of  last 
year,  while  the  appreciation  of  the  borrowers  has  been  manifested  in  every 
possible  way.  While  everything  has  been  done  that  was  thought  needful 
for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  readers,  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at 
perfection   at  one  bound,  especially  in   the  absence   of  models,  and  the 
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Commissioners  will  be  grateful  for  any  suggestions  likely  to  lead  to 
improvement.  The  point  of  view  of  the  reader  is  probably  of  much  more 
value  than  that  of  the  librarian  and  defects  not  apparent  to  him  may  be 
very  manifest  to  the  borrowers,  therefore,  it  is  of  much  importance  that 
anything  in  the  way  of  an  imperfection  be  pointed  out,  and,  if  possible,  its 
remedy  suggested.  Meanwhile,  the  borrowers  may  be  highly  congratulated 
on  the  manner  in  which  they  have  grasped  the  intention  of  the  open  library, 
and  on  the  careful  and  intelligent  way  in  which  they  have  used  the  books, 
and  maintained  the  arrangement  on  the  shelves.  Misplacements  are 
neither  numerous  nor  frequent,  and  if  certain  near-sighted  and,  perhaps, 
thoughtless  readers  would  exercise  a  little  more  care  in  the  fiction  class,  the 
misplaced  book  might  in  time  become  a  rare  phenomenon.  If  it  is  borne  in 
mind  that  it  is  other  readers  who  are  chiefly  inconvenienced  by  the  carelets 
replacing  of  books,  the  practice  will  disappear  as  experience  is  gained.

NOTES    AND    NEWS. 


The  attention  of  readers  is  called  to  the  Exhibition  of 
Paintings  and  Art  Metal-work,  now  being  shown  in  the 
Reference  Library  and  News-room.  The  collection  has  been 
lent  by  the  Hon.  W.  F.  B.  Massey  Mainwaring,  D.L.,  who 
has  printed  a  descriptive  catalogue  of  the  pictures,  copies  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Reading  Rooms.  The  metal-work 
exhibit  comprises  many  curious  old  English  and  foreign 
watches,  silver  plate,  quaint  drinking  cups,  carved  ivory- 
handled  knives  and  forks,  and  jewelled  articles  of  various 
kinds. 

Mr.  Charles  Riddle,  who  has  been  sub-librarian  at 
Clerkenwell  since  1888,  has  been  appointed  chief  librarian  at 
Bournemouth,  out  of  a  large  number  of  candidates.  This  is 
the  second  library  appointment  which  has  been  filled  from  the 
Clerkenwell  staff;  Mr.  C.  H.  Benn,  late  senior  assistant, 
having  been  appointed  librarian  at  Penzance  in  1893. 

In  view  of  the  great  interest  which  has  been  excited  all  over 
the  country  by  the  Clerkenwell  Open  Lending  Library,  and 
of  the  hostile  comments  which  have  been  called  forth  in 
various  quarters  in  consequence,  the  Commissioners  will  be 
glad  to  have  written  statements  from  readers,  on  any  or  all  of 
the  following  alleged  defects  of  the  system.  It  has  been 
stated  that — 

•     I.  Books  must  be  difficult  to  find    because  of    frequent 
misplacements. 

'    2.  That  crowding,  bustling  about  and  talking  are  sure  to 
be  of  frequent  occurrence. 

3.  That  many  readers  are  certain  to  loiter  about,  to  the 
hindrance  of  others,  and  to  monopolize  books  which 
are  wanted. 

4.  That  ladies  will  perch  themselves  on  the  tops  of  the 
ladders  (sic),  and  with  their  skirts  obstruct  the  view 
of  hundreds  of  volumes. 
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5.  That  the  recently-abandoned  indicator  system  was  in 

every  respect  preferable  to  the  present  open  system. 

6.  That  thefts  and  destruction   of   books  are  certain   to 

occur  very  often,  because  this  has  been  the  experi- 
ence in  some  Mechanics'  Institutes  where  readers 
were  allowed  access  to  the  shelves. 

7.  That    library    readers,    and    among    them    those    of 

Clerkenwell,  are,  on  the  whole,  illiterate,  and 
have  but  a  vague  idea  of  what  their  own  wants  are 
in  the  way  of  literature;  that,  in  consequence,  it 
would  be  better  if  they  were  served  by  means  oi 
catalogues  only. 

As  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Commissioners  to  adopt 
the  methods  which  best  meet  the  requirements  of  a  majorit) 
of  the  public,  it  is  requested  that  readers  will  lay  aside  loca 
.bias  in  setting  forth  their  views. 

The  rule  made  by  the  Commissioners  last  December,  undei 
which  any  borrower  is  allowed  to  have  a  Duplicate  Tickei 
available  for  non-fictional  works,  does  not  appear  to  hav( 
attracted  much  attention,  as,  out  01  nearly  4,000  borrowers 
only  200  have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege.  It  may 
therefore,  be  as  well  to  point  out,  that  one  of  these  ticket 
enables  a  borrower  to  have  a  work  on  history,  travel,  bio 
graphy,  or  science,  in  addition  to  a  novel,  if  preferred,  or  an; 
two  works  of  a  non-fictional  character,  such  as  Handel's  life 
and  a  copy  of  one  of  his  oratorios.  Readers  who  alread; 
hold  ordinary  tickets,  and  desire  to  have  a  duplicate  as  well 
should  ask  for  a  "  Duplicate  "  voucher  form,  to  be  filled  upu 
the  usual  way. 

Readers  who  have  friends  living  outside  Clerkenwe' 
desirous  of  using  the  Library,  are  reminded  that  any  perso 
residing  outside  the  Parish  may  borrow  books  lor  honi 
reading  under  the  ordinary  rules,  on  paying  an  annual  sut 
scription  of  7s.  6d.

RULES    AND    HINTS. 


Open  Lending  Library. — Come  in  person,  if  possible, 
and  preferably  in  the  forenoon  before  12,  or  in  the 
afternoon  between  2  and  6  o'clock.  If  unable  to  come, 
furnish  your  messenger  with  a  list  of  the  books  you 
would  like,  giving  authors,  litles,  and  numbers.  Bare 
lists  of  book-numbers  will  be  found  troublesome,  as  the 
Library  is  not  arranged  in  numerical  order.  Every  book 
taken  down  from  the  shelf  to  be  examined  should  be 
carefully  replaced  on  its  proper  shelf.  Every  shelf  bears 
a  number,  and  this  is  written  on  the  label  on  rhe  back  of 
the  book,  and  also  on  the  label  inside  the  front  board. 
This  should  enable  every  book  to  be  correctly  replaced, 
especially  as  the  books  on  each  shelf  of  a  tier  have 
differently  coloured  labels.  A  book  with  a  yellow  label 
on  the  back  should  not  be  placed  among  books  with  red 
labels,  or  vice-versa.  Avoid  carrying  books  about,  and 
particularly,  do  not  transpose  them  if  you  change  your 
mind  as  regards  the  book  chosen.  Rather  put  the  book 
first  chosen  on  the  hanging  shelves  at  the  ends  of  the 
cases,  if  you  are  doubtful  of  the  right  place.  When 
unable  to  find  a  particular  book,  of  which  you  know  the 
number,  consult  the  "  Location  Book  "  which  lies  on  the 
window  ledge  near  the  exit,  or  ask  the  assistant  in  charge. 
For  example — You  want  "  Folia  Litteraria,"  No.  11,000, 
and  are  doubtful  of  its  position.  The  "  Location  Book  " 
will  instantly  direct  you  to  the  shelf  on  which  it  is  placed. 
But,  please  remember,  that  the  librarian  and  his  staff 
are  always  at  the  service  of  borrowers  as  regards  finding 
or  suggesting  books.  Duplicate  tickets  available  for  non- 
fictional  works  only  are  issued  to  readers  who  desire 
them,  and  who  fill  up  the  necessary  voucher  form. 

Reference  Library.— This  department  is  being  re- 
organised and  re-catalogued.  Readers  are  requested  to 
give  up  any  magazine  they  may  be  reading  ten  minutes 
after  another  reader  has  made  a  request  for  it.  There  is 
a  table  for  the  use  of  Ladies  only  in  this  reading  room. 

News  =  room. — Crowding  round  the  newspaper  stands 
should  be  avoided.  Any  reader  may  give  ten  minut(s 
notice  to  another  reader,  using  the  newspaper  or  periodical 
he  may  want,  that  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will  clain* 
it.  The  staff  have  strict  orders  to  maintain  quietness  and 
settle  disputes.

For  the  information  of  readers  who  have  joined  the  Library 
since  access  to  the  shelves  was  adopted  by  the  Commissioners 
the  following  ''Supplementary  Regulations  for  the  Open 
Library,*'  are  reprinted  : — 

1.  Only    actual    Borrowers    who   are    enrolled    on   the 

Register  of  the  Library  shall  have  the  right  of 
direct  access  to  the  Book-Shelves,  but  their  repre- 
sentatives may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  ot  the 
Librarian  or  his  Assistant.  To  prevent  dis- 
appointment, these  representatives  should  come 
provided  with  a  list  of  several  Book-titles  and 
numbers. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  the  barrier  after 

8.45  p.m.  Borrowers  coming  after  that  time  must 
supply  a  list  of  Books  wanted  to  the  Assistant  at 
the  enquiry  wmdow,  which  will  remain  open  till 
9  o'clock,  when  the  Library  closes. 

3.  Hand-bags,  Baskets,  Parcels,  Umbrellas,  Sticks  and 

other  carried  articles  must  be  left  with  the  Assistant 
at  the  entrance,  who  will  ^ive  a  numbered  ticket 
which  will  enable  the  article  left  to  be  claimed  at 
the  point  of  exit. 

4.  The  Librarian  shall  have  full  power  to  limit  the  num- 

ber of  admissions  at  any  time,  should  overcrowd- 
ing occur,   and    shall    settle   all  disputes  between 
Borrowers    as    to   who   may  have   any  particular 
•       Book. 

By  Order  of  the  Commissioners. 

February  26th,  iSg^, 

Rule  15,  which  relates  to  the  reserving  or  bespeaking  of 
Books,  has  been  modified  by  the  Commissioners,  who  have 
decided  to  limit  the  privilege  to  non-fictional  works  only. 
Novels  will,  therefore,  no  longer  be  reserved. 
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The  invitation  of  the  Commissioners  to  Borrowers,  in  last 
umber  of  the  "  Guide,"  requesting  them  to  point  out  any 
rawbacks  in  the  working  of  the  open  lending  library,  or  to 
ive  opinions  as  to  certain  alleged  defects  in  the  system,  has 
esulted  in  unanimous  approval  of  the  new  plan  being  pro- 
lounced  by  everyone  who  has  written.  The  Commissioners 
re  obliged  for  the  trouble  which  so  many  readers  have  taken 
0  express  their  views. 


The  following  comparative  statement,  showing  the  number 
»f  issues  from  the  Lending  Library  in  each  month,  from  May 
o  October,  1893  and  1894,  will  serve  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
ncreased  popularity  of  the  Library,  caused  almost  entirely  by 
he  new  method  of  issue  from  open  shelves.

A  new  and  improved  method  of  arranging  and  marking  the 
"iction  shelves  will  shortly  be  introduced,  which  will  greatly 
acilitate  the  finding  and  replacing  of  books.  A  method  of 
oting  sub-divisions  of  subjects  is  also  in  contemplation  as 
;^ell  as  a  series  of  press-guides  for  small  subjects  which  have 
0  be  grouped  together  because  of  the  lack  of  space.  Any 
uggestion  likely  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  by 
implifying  its  working  will  gladly  be  received. 
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The  attention  of  readers  unable  to  come  personally  to  the 
Library,  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  none  of  the  classes 
into  whicJi  the  books  are  divided  are  arranged  by  numbers. 
It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  furnish  messengers  with  lists 
arranged  by  authors'  names  or  subjects,  and  to  aid  the  staff  in 
finding  books,  the  catalogue  numbers  should  be  added. 
Numerical  lists,  such  as  were  required  with  the  indicator,  are 
now  practically  useless,  and  should  on  no  account  be  brought 
by  readers. 


The  Reference  Library  has  been  greatly  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  many  good  books  transferred  from  the  Lending 
Department,  and  will  shortly  be  re-organised  and  catalogued 
separately.  Readers  are  reminded  that  in  this  Library  may 
often  be  found  special  information  not  usuall}  given  in  books 
contained  in  the  Lending  Library.  A  list  of  some  recent 
additions  to  this  department  is  printed  in  this  number  of  the 
"  Guide." 


Readers  who  have  friends  living  outside  Clerkenwell 
desirous  of  using  the  Lending  Library,  are  reminded  that  any 
person  residing  outside  the  Parish  may  borrow  books  for 
home  reading  under  the  ordinary  rules,  on  paying  an  annual 
subscription  of  7s.

RULES    AND    HINTS. 


Open  Lending  Library. — Come  in  person,  if  possible, 
and  preferably  in  the  forenoon  before  12,  or  in  the 
afternoon  between  2  and  6  o'clock.  If  unable  to  come, 
furnish  your  messenger  with  a  list  of  the  books  you 
would  like,  giving  authors,  titles,  and  numbers.  Bare 
lists  of  book-numbers  will  be  found  troublesome,  as  the 
Library  is  not  arranged  in  numerical  order.  Every  book 
taken  down  from  the  shelf  to  be  examined  should  be 
carefully  replaced  on  its  proper  shelf.  Every  shelf  bears 
a  number,  and  this  is  written  on  the  label  on  the  back  of 
the  book,  and  also  on  the  label  inside  the  front  board. 
This  should  enable  every  book  to  be  correctly  replaced, 
especially  as  the  books  on  each  shelf  of  a  tier  have 
differently  coloured  labels.  A  book  with  a  yellow  label 
on  the  back  should  not  be  placed  among  books  with  red 
labels,  or  vice-versa.  Avoid  carrying  books  about,  and 
particularly,  do  not  transpose  them  if  you  change  your 
mind  as  regards  the  book  chosen.  Rather  put  the  book 
first  chosen  on  the  hanging  shelves  at  the  ends  of  the 
cases,  if  you  are  doubtful  of  the  right  place.  When 
unable  to  find  a  particular  book,  of  which  you  know  the 
number,  consult  the  "  Location  Book  "  which  lies  on  the 
window  ledge  near  the  exit,  or  ask  the  assistant  in  charge. 
For  example — You  want  "  Folia  Litteraria,"  No.  11,000, 
and  are  doubtful  of  its  position.  The  "  Location  Book  " 
will  instantly  direct  you  to  the  shelf  on  which  it  is  placed. 
But,  please  remember,  that  the  librarian  and  his  staff 
are  always  at  the  service  of  borrowers  as  regards  finding 
or  suggesting  books.  Duplicate  tickets  available  fornon- 
hctional  works  only  are  issued  to  readers  who  desire 
them,  and  who  fill  up  the  necessary  voucher  form. 

Reference  Library.— This  department  is  being  re- 
organised and  re-catalogued.  Readers  are  requested  to 
give  up  any  magazine  they  may  be  reading  ten  minutes 
after  another  reader  has  made  a  request  for  it.  There  is 
a  table  for  the  use  of  Ladies  only  in  this  reading  rocm. 

-News = room. — Crowding  round  the  newspaper  stands 
should  be  avoided.  Any  reader  may  give  ten  minutes 
notice  to  another  reader,  using  the  newspaper  or  periodical 
he  may  want,  that  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will  claim 
it.  The  staff  have  strict  orders  to  maintain  quietness  and 
settle  disputes.

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NOTES    AND    NEWS. 


The  Librarian  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  anyone  possessing 
prints,  maps  or  pamphlets  relating  to  Clerkenwell.  The 
Library  is  gradually  forming  a  local  collection  and  any 
contributions  will  be  gladly  accepted  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  improved  marking  of  the  Fiction  shelves  having  been 
completed  in  the  Lending  Library,  it  is  proposed  to  simplify 
the  section  devoted  to  Biography  by  abolishing  the  classifi- 
cation save  for  works  of  a  general  nature.  In  future,  there- 
fore, individual  biography  will  be  arranged  in  one  alphabet 
of  names — Bismarck,  Gladstone,  Luther,  Scott,  etc. — so  that 
all  the  memoirs  of  one  person  will  be  found  together.  Works 
containing  lives  of  more  than  one  person,  like  Hamilton's 
*'  Women  Writers,"  will  be  arranged  in  classes  as  before — 
Actors,  Artists,  Authors,  Musicians,  Statesmen,  etc.  During 
the  alteration,  readers  are  requested  to  apply  to  the  assistants 
for  any  memoir  wanted. 

On  January  ist,  two  new  libraries  were  opened  to  the 
public  on  the  *'  open"  plan  which  has  been  so  very  successful 
at  Clerkenwell.  The  first  was  Bournemouth  Public  Library, 
organised  by  Mr.  Charles  Riddle,  late  sub-librarian  here. 
The  second  was  the  Bishopgate  Institute,  in  Bishopgate 
St.  Without,  near  Liverpool  St,  Station,  organised  under  the 
direction  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  by  Mr.  Heaton  the 
librarian.  Any  resident  in  Clerkenwell  "  employed  in  the 
Eastern  half  of  the  City  of  London  "  may  borrow  from  this 
Institute  under  conditions  very  similar  to  those  which  obtain 
here.  Roughly,  the  area  for  which  the  Institute  has  been 
established  comprises  all  of  the  city  bounded  on  the  South 
from  the  Tower  to  Southwark  Bridge  by  the  Thames  ;  on 
the  West  by  Queen  St.,  Queen  Victoria  St.,  Princes  St., 
Moorgate  St.  and  Finsbury  Pavement  ;  on  the  North  by 
South  Place  and  Liverpool  St.  Station  ;  and  on  the  East, 
very  irregularly,  by  Middlesex  Street,  Minories,  Trinity 
Square  and  Great  Tower  Hill.  The  Librarian  of  Clerken- 
well will  be  glad  to  inform  any  Clerkenwell  resident  em- 
ployed within  this  area  if  he  or  she  may  borrow  from  this 
large  library  ;  but  the  rules  and  application  forms  may  be 
had  at  the  Institute. 
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The  small  collection  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  in  the 
Lending  Department  has  been  so  much  used  and  appreciated 
that  an  early  effort  will  be  made  to  add  other  popular  works, 
particularly  pianoforte  music  and  operas.  Meanwhile,  any 
Reader  who  may  have  spare  copies  of  oratorif^s,  operas, 
cantatas  or  collections  of  songs,  bound  or  unbound,  to  give  to 
the  Library,  should  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  librarian 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  Commissioners  will  be  glad  to 
accept  gifts  of  this  nature  from  Borrowers,  as  the  funds 
available  for  the  purchase  of  music  are  somewhat  scanty. 

The  year  1894  just  past,  has  been  the  busiest  in  the  history 
of  the  Library.  The  use  made  of  every  department  has  been 
very  large,  at  some  seasons  of  the  year  taxing  the  accom- 
modation to  the  utmost  degree.  The  aggregate  of  book  issues 
and  visits  to  the  Library  during  1894  ^^Y  ^^  summarized  as 
follows : —

The  Library  now  contains  over  14,000  volumes  in  all 
classes  of  literature  and  there  are  3744  Borrowers  enrolled  on 
the  books,  of  whom  366  hold  duplicate  tickets  available  for 
non-fictional  works  only.  These  were  first  issued  in  1893  ^^d 
are  becoming  more  popular  as  time  goes  on. 

Since  the  original  opening  in  temporary  premises  in  Tysoe 
Street,  the  Library  has  been  used  close  upon  3,000,000  times. 

The  attention  of  Borrowers  from  the  Lending  Department 
is  directed  to  the  "  Suggestion  "  forms  which  lie  in  the 
window  near  the  exit  Any  proposition  as  to  books  or 
regulations  written  on  these  forms  and  put  in  the  "  Suggestion 
Box  "  shall  have  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  and 
Librarian. 
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Readers  engaged  in  special  studies,  who  find  the  resources 
oi  the  Clerkenwell  PubHc  Library  inadequate  to  their  needs, 
ire  reminded  that  the  following  important  Public  Libraries, 
which  are  close  at  hand,  can  be  freely  used.  It  might  also  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  Librarian  is  very  often  able  to  secure 
the  use  of  various  scientific  and  special  London  Libraries  to 
enquirers  v^rho  are  following  out  particular  lines  of  research. 
Applications  for  aid  of  this  kind  should  be  made  in  person.

RULES    AND    HINTS. 


Open  Lending:  Library. — Come  in  person,  if  possible, 
and  preferably  in  the  forenoon  before  12,  or  in  the 
afternoon  between  2  and  6  o'clock.  If  unable  to  come, 
furnish  your  messenger  with  a  list  of  the  books  you 
would  like,  giving  authors,  titles,  and  numbers.  Bare 
Hsts  of  book-numbers  will  be  found  troublesome,  as  the 
Library  is  not  arranged  in  numerical  order.  Every  book 
taken  down  from  the  shelf  to  be  examined  should  be 
carefully  replaced  on  its  proper  shelf.  Every  shelf  bears 
a  number,  and  this  is  written  on  the  label  on  the  back  of 
the  book,  and  also  on  the  label  inside  the  front  board. 
This  should  enable  every  book  to  be  correctly  replaced, 
especially  as  the  books  on  each  shelf  of  a  tier  have 
differently  coloured  labels.  A  book  with  a  yellow  label 
on  the  back  should  not  be  placed  among  books  with  red 
labels,  or  vice-versa.  Avoid  carrying  books  about,  and 
particularly,  do  not  transpose  them  if  you  change  your 
mind  as  regards  the  book  chosen.  Rather  put  the  book 
first  chosen  on  the  hanging  shelves  at  the  ends  of  the 
cases,  if  you  are  doubtful  of  the  right  place.  When 
unable  to  find  a  particular  book,  of  which  you  know  the 
number,  consult  the  "  Location  Book  "  v/hich  lies  on  the 
window  ledge  near  the  exit,  or  ask  the  assistant  in  charge. 
For  example — You  want  "  Folia  Litteraria,"  No.  11,000. 
and  are  doubtful  of  its  position.  The  "  Location  Book  " 
will  instantly  direct  you  to  the  shelf  on  which  it  is  placed. 
But,  please  remember,  that  the  librarian  and  his  staff 
are  always  at  the  service  of  borrowers  as  regards  finding 
or  suggesting  books.  Duplicate  tickets  available  for  non- 
fictional  works  only  are  issued  to  readers  who  desire 
them,  and  who  fill  up  the  necessary  voucher  form. 

Merence  Library.— This  department  is  being  re- 
organised and  re-catalogued.  Readers  are  requested  to 
give  up  any  magazine  they  may  be  reading  ten  minutes 
after  another  reader  has  made  a  request  for  it.  There  is 
a  table  for  the  use  of  Ladies  only  in  this  reading  room. 

News-room. — Crowding  round  the  newspaper  stands 
should  be  avoided.  Any  reader  may  give  ten  minutes 
notice  to  another  reader,  using  the  newspaper  or  periodical 
he  may  want,  that  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will  claim 
it.

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NOTES  AND  NEWS. 


It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death 
of  Mr.  Edward  Sans,  Library  Commissioner  from  1892 
till  1895.  ^^*  Sans  took  a  great  interest  in  the  development 
of  the  Library,  and  devoted  much  time  and  attention  to 
the  administration  of  its  affairs.  He  had  been  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  Clerkenwell,  and  at  one  time  held 
the  office  of  Churchwarden. 

The  Commissioners  have  decided  to  publish  a  new  Cata- 
los:ue  of  the  Lending  Library  to  suit  the  requirements  of 
the  open  access  system.  This  will  be  issued  in  sections, 
and  will  gradually  supersede  the  original  catalogue  and 
supplement.  The  first  of  the  series  is  a  "  Class-Guide  to 
Fiction  and  Juvenile  Literature,"  which  is  now  ready,  and 
is  sold  for  threepence.  This  Guide  contains  a  catalogue  of 
novels  and  books  for  young  readers  arranged  in  the  alpha- 
betical order  in  which  they  stand  on  the  shelves,  and  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  give  some  idea  of  what  the  novels 
are  about,  in  cases  where  the  title  conveys  no  such  informa- 
tion. A  Topical  Index  has  also  been  prepared,  which  is 
intended  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  "  Class  Guide 
to  History,  Travel,  and  Biography,"  now  in  course  of  com- 
pilation. Thus,  a  reader  wanting  to  read  novels  descriptive 
of  Australian,  Parisian,  or  Scottish  life  and  history,  will  find 
in  this  index  references  to  all  the  chief  authors  in  the  library 
who  have  written  such  novels. 

The  other  classes  in  the  library  will  be  treated  in  a  similar 
fashion,  and  as  these  guides  will  be  frequently  revised  and 
reprinted,  it  is  thought  that  by  their  means  and  the  continu- 
ance of  the  Quarterly  Guide,  the  printed  catalogue  of  the 
contents  of  the  Lending  Library  will  always  be  kept  up  to 
date. 

To  those  readers  who  have  expressed  interest  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Open  Access  System  in  public  libraries,  it  may 
be  desirable  to  state  that  at  present  the  following  towns  are 
working  or  have  adopted  the  method — 
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Bishopsgate  Institute,  London, 
Bournemouth  Public  Library, 
Clerkenwell  Public  Library, 
Croydon  Public  Library, 
Darwen  Public  Library  (Lancashire), 
Kingston-on-Thames  Public  Library, 
Truro  Public  Library  (Cornwall), 

The  question  is  also  coming  forward  in  six  or  seven  other 
towns  in  England,  while  in  America  a  large  number  of 
public  libraries  have  recently  applied  the  system  to  their 
lending  departments.  The  system  has  also  been  successfully 
applied  in  the  Public  Reference  Libraries  of  Aberdeen,  Bir- 
mingham, Cambridge,  Wigan,  St.  Martin-in-the-Fields,  &c., 
as  well  as  in  the  British  Museum,  Patent  Office,  and  most 
proprietary  and  University  libraries. 

The  Public  Libraries'  Acts  have  recently  been  adopted 
at  Woolwich  and  East  Ham,  while  the  District  Councils  of 
Hornsey  and  South  Hornsey  are  at  present  considering  the 
matter. 

A  new  branch  library  for  Hammersmith  is  being  erected 
from  funds  partly  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  Passmore  Edwards,  who 
will  lay  the  foundation  stone  of  the  building  on  July  4th. 

A  new  library  for  the  northern  part  of  the  Parish  of  St. 
George,  Hanover  Square,  will  shortly  be  opened.  It  is 
situated  in  South  Audley  Street,  and,  like  the  central  building 
in  Buckingham  Palace  Road,  is  a  handsome  and  commodious 
structure. 

Recently  a  large  amount  of  space  has  been  given  in  some 
newspapers  to  discussing  the  provision  of  Fiction  in  Public 
Libraries.  It  has  been  stated  that  more  money  is  spent  in 
the  purchase  of  novels  than  on  all  the  rest  of  the  library,  and 
that  students  and  readers  of  works  of  instruction  are  being 
ousted  in  favour  of  the  mere  novel  devourer.  This  mis- 
statement has  been  repeated  again  and  again,  much  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  libraries  concerned,  and  has  even  been  given 
as  a  reason  by  a  Department  of  State  why  grants  for  the 
purchase  of  educational  books  should  be  withheld  from 
libraries  !     A  number  of  libraries  have  repudiated   this  very 
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mischievous  statement,  and  it  may  also  be  saiJ  that,  so  far  as 
Clerkenwell  is  concerned,  the  accusation  is  absolutely  ground- 
less. Instead  of  70  per  cent,  of  our  stock  being  novels  and 
70  per  cent,  of  our  annual  expenditure  for  books  being  laid 
out  on  fiction,  it  is  just  the  reverse. 

As  regards  the  issues  of  fiction  in  public  libraries,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  apologise  for  the  popularity  of  the  finest  works 
of  the  imagination  written  by  the  very  best  writers  of  past  and 
present  times,  because  such  high  class  works  of  fiction  alone 
are  provided  at  Clerkenwell  and  all  public  institutions  of  the 
same  kind. 

This  Quarterly  Guide  for  Readers  has  now  reached  its  second 
volume,  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  borrower  will  not  only 
purchase  the  numbers  as  they  appear,  but  will  make  the 
existence  of  the  publication  known  among  friends,  and  use 
it  as  a  means  of  giving  and  obtaining  information  concerning 
the  Library  and  its  contents.

RULES    AND    HINTS. 


Open  Lending  Library. — Come  in  person,  if  possible, 

and  preferably  in  the  forenoon  before  12,  or  in  the 
afternoon  between  2  and  6  o'clock.  If  unable  to  come, 
furnish  your  messen^^er  with  a  list  of  the  books  you 
would  like,  giving  authors,  titles,  and  numbers.  Bare 
lists  of  book-numbers  will  be  found  troublesome,  as  the 
Library  is  not  arranged  in  numerical  order.  Every  book 
taken  down  from  the  shelf  to  be  examined  should  be 
carefully  replaced  on  its  proper  shelf.  Every  shelf  bears 
a  number,  and  this  is  written  on  the  label  on  the  back  of 
the  book,  and  also  on  the  label  inside  the  front  board. 
This  should  enable  every  book  to  be  correctly  replaced, 
especially  as  the  books  on  each  shelf  of  a  tier  have 
ditferently  coloured  labels.  A  book  with  a  yellow  label 
on  the  back  should  not  be  placed  among  books  with  red 
labels,  or  vice-versa.  Avoid  carrying  books  about,  and 
particularly,  do  not  transpose  them  if  you  change  your 
mind  as  regards  the  book  chosen.  Rather  put  the  book 
first  chosen  on  the  hanging  shelves  at  the  ends  of  the 
cases,  if  you  are  doubtful  of  the  right  place.  When 
unable  to  find  a  particular  book,  of  which  you  know  the 
number,  consult  the  "  Location  Book"  which  lies  on  the 
window  ledge  near  the  exit,  or  ask  the  assistant  in  charge, 
For  example — You  want  '*  Folia  Litteraria,"  No.  11,000. 
and  are  doubtful  of  its  position.  The  "  Location  Book  " 
will  instantly  direct  you  to  the  shelf  on  which  it  is  placed. 
But,  please  remember,  that  the  librarian  and  his  staff 
are  always  at  the  service  of  borrowers  as  regards  finding 
or  suggesting  books.  Duplicate  tickets  available  for  non- 
fictional  works  only  are  issued  to  readers  who  desire 
them,  and  who  fill  up  the  necessary  voucher  form. 

Reference  Library.— This  department  is  being  re- 
organised and  re-catalogued.  Readers  are  requested  to 
give  up  any  magazine  they  may  be  reading  ten  minutes 
after  another  reader  has  made  a  request  for  it.  There  is 
a  table  for  the  use  of  Ladies  only  in  this  reading  room. 

[NewS  =  room. — Crowding  round  the  newspaper  stands 
should  be  avoided.  Any  reader  may  give  ten  minutes 
notice  to  another  reader,  using  the  newspaper  or  periodical 
he  may  want,  that  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will  claim 
it.  The  staff  have  strict  orders  to  maintain  quietness  and 
settle  disputes.

Literature**  issued  in  June  last  has  been  well  received,  but 
has  not  been  bought  in  such  numbers  as  the  Commissioners 
expected.  These  catalogues  cost  a  considerable  sum  to 
produce  and  it  is  only  by  the  active  co-operation  of  Borrowers 
that  heavy  loss  can  be  avoided.  The  Fiction  Class-Guide 
has  been  compiled  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Borrowers  who 
are  unable  to  come  to  the  Library,  as  well  as  for  those  who 
can,  besides  which,  it  contains  much  information  of  an 
instructive  character  very  rarely  given  in  such  catalogues. 
The  fact  that  Borrowers  have  the  privilege  of  examining  the 
books  as  they  stand  on  the  shelves,  should  not  be  regarded 
as  a  reason  for  not  buying  the  catalogue,  because  it  is 
extremely  useful  as  a  guide  to  the  books  which  are  not  in,  so 
that  the  Commissioners  trust  an  increased  demand  for  the 
"  Guide  "  will  soon  be  manifest. 

Next  month  the  Commissioners  will  proceed  with  the 
preparation  of  the  Autumn  list  of  new  books,  and  will  take 
the  opportunity  of  filling  the  gaps  in  some  of  the  more  im- 
portant subjects  which  are  as  yet  ill  represented.  Readers 
who  have  noticed  deficiencies  in  any  subject  should  there- 
fore fill  up  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  and  place  them 
in  the  '*  Suggestions  Box." 

The  work  of  the  Library  during  July,  August  and 
September  has  been  very  large,  no  fewer  than  156,396  visits

The  daily  average  number  of  books  issued  was  409,  the 
daily  average  of  visits  to  the  Newsroom,  1096.

NOTES  AND  NEWS. 


Since  the  last  Quarterly  Guide  was  issued,  a  considerable 
change  has  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Newsroom. 
Each  periodical  is  now  fixed  to  a  desk,  and  can  always  be 
found  in  its  place,  while  the  removal  of  the  chairs  has  had 
the  effect  of  ridding  the  room  of  certain  undesirable  fre- 
quenters who  never  used  the  room  for  any  useful  purpose, 
and  prevented  others  from  coming  who  could  make  good  use 
of  the  periodicals.  In  the  Reading  Room  upstairs  a  some- 
what similar  result  has  been  attained  by  removing  all  the 
magazines  from  the  open  rack,  and  only  issuing  them  on 
application.  Further  improvements  are  contemplated  in  this 
department,  and  will  be  duly  announced.  The  re-arrange- 
ment of  both  these  rooms  has  called  forth  the  approval  of  all 
classes  who  frequent  the  Library  for  purposes  of  study  or 
business. 

The  next  section  of  the  new  Catalog^ue  is  nearly  ready  and 
will  be  issued  in  the  course  of  the  present  year.  It  comprises 
the  Sciences  and  the  Fine,  Recreative  and  Useful  Arts, 

and  contains  descriptive  entries  of  all  the  books  in  these 
classes.  When  this  Class  Guide  is  published  the  catalop^ue 
of  the  Lending  Library  will  be  complete,  save  for  the  ]\Iis- 
cellaneous  classes  (such  as  Theology,  Poetry,  Literature,  and 
Social  Science),  which  will  be  issued  as  a  separate  Guide 
early  in  1898.  Since  the  open  access  system  was  adopted  in 
May,  1894,  the  catalogue  has  not  been  sold  so  largely  as  was 
to  be  expected.  Readers  imagine  that  access  to  the  books 
is  sufficient,  but  this  alone  can  give  but  a  partial  knowledge 
of  the  contents  of  the  Library,  owing  to  so  many  books 
being  in  circulation.  In  proof  of  this,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
state  that  books  are  constantly  being  proposed  for  addition 
which  are  already  in  the  Library.  If  readers  would  provide 
themselves  with  catalogues  and  procure  the  "  Quarterly 
Guides  "  regularly,  they  would  soon  know  as  much  about  the 
contents  of  the  Library  as  the  Librarian.  As  the  separate 
*'  Class  Guides  "  forming  the  catalogue  will  only  be  published 
■every  three  or  four  years,  and  at  the  rate  of  about  one  per 
annum,  every  reader  may  keep  posted   in   the    work   of  the 
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Library  and  its  collection  of  books,  at  the  small  cost  of  a  few 
coppers  per  annum.  If  the  Commissioners  could  afford  to 
give  these  Guides  away  freely,  they  would  do  so  with  pleasure, 
but  the  limited  income  at  their  commctnd  makes  this  course 
impossible.  Readers  are  therefore  urged  to  bear  in  mind 
that  the  catalogue  will  be  published  in  separate  sections  as 
follows,  at  the  moderate  prices  affixed  : —

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The  Library  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  sudden  and 
deeply-deplored  death  of  its  late  Chairman,  the  Rev.  John 
Henry  Rose,  M.A.,  who  for  22  years  was  the  mach-esteemed 
and  widely-known  Vicar  of  the  Parish  of  Clerkenwell.  He 
was  struck  down  while  making  a  speech  at  a  Vestry  Meeting, 
on  April  28th,  1898,  and,  to  the  sorrow  and  dismay  of  his 
colleagues,  he  never  recovered,  but  died  very  shortly  after- 
wards. Mr.  Rose  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  having  been  born 
in  Clonbroney  Parish,  Longford,  on  January  21st,  184c.  He 
was  educated  at  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  and  graduated  B.A. 
in  1863.  In  1864,  he  was  ordained  curate  of  Ballibay, 
Monaghan,  and,  in  1865.  the  Marcjuis  of  Lansdowne 
presented  him  to  the  Rectory  of  Timogue,  Queen  s  County. 
Coming  to  England,  in  1866,  as  Curate  of  Roxton.  in 
Bedfordshire  he  commenced  his  long  connection  with 
Clerkenwell  in  1868,  having  been  appointed  Curate  of 
St.  James'  and  Chaplain  of  the  old  Clerkenwell  Workhouse, 
1869-79.  On  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Maguire  to 
Southwark,  in  1875,  he  was,  in  1876,  appointed  by  the 
Parishioners  Vicar  of  the  Parish  of  Clerkenwell.  He 
received  the  degree  of  M.A.  in  1878.  In  the  course  of  a 
busy  and  useful  life  Mr.  Rose  held  a  number  ol  public  offices, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  his  membership  of  the 
School  Board  for  London,  1888-91  and  1898  ;  Chaplain  of 
the  2ist  Middlesex  Rifle  Volunteers;  Member  of  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  Northampton  Institute  ;  Chairman 
of  the  Clerkenwell  Public  Library  Commissioners.  1888  to 
1898,  etc.  He  took  a  keen  interest  in  all  educational  matters, 
and  it  is  largely  due  to  his  sympathy  and  enthusiasm  that  the 
Clerkenwell  Library  was  organised  and  conducted  on  liberal 
lines  not  common  to  the  public  municipal  libraries  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  When  the  Library  Association  met  at 
Clerkenwell,  in  1891,  Mr.  Rose  presided,  ami  again,  in  1897, 
when  the  Second  International  Library  Conference  held  its 
sessions  in  London,  he  received  the  members,  consisting  of 
delegates  from  all  over  the  world  at  Sion  College,  of  which 
Institution  he  was  then  President.     In  other  ways  he  showed 
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his  appreciation  of  library  work,  and  his  death  was  keenly 
regretted  among  the  many  librarians  who  knew  and  respected 
him.  He  was  a  constant  visitor  to  the  Library,  and  his 
presence  is  greatly  missed  by  readers  and  staff  alike.  Mr. 
Rose  was  buried  at  Highgate  Cemetery,  on  May  3rd,  the 
funeral  being  a  public  one,  which  probably  evoked  the 
largest  demonstration  of  affection  for  a  revered  pastor  ever 
witnessed  in  Clerkenwell.  Great  crowds  assembled  around 
the  Parish  Church,  and  from  there  to  the  boundaries  of 
Clerkenwell,  and  away  to  Highgate,  thousands  of  people 
gathered  to  silently  express  their  sympathy  and  sorrow. 


The   estabhshment    of  a   Juvenile    Reading    Room   has 

been  attended  with  marked  success.  This  was  opened  on 
April  1 2th,  and  was  immediately  besieged  by  the  juvenile 
element  of  the  district.  Over  1,500  Tickets  have  been  issued 
to  boys  and  girls  residing  in  Clerkenwell,  from  8  to  16  years 
of  age,  and  the  collection  of  juvenile  books,  formerly  kept 
m  the  ordinary  Lending  Librar}^  has  thus  been  made 
available  to  a  larger  number  of  young  people.  In  addition 
to  the  books,  which  can  be  -  withdrawn  for  home-reading, 
nearly  200  volumes  are  placed  in  an  open  bookcase,  from 
which  readers  can  help  themselves  if  they  wish  to  read  in  the 
room,  while  16  of  the  leading  juvenile  magazines  are  also 
supplied.  The  novelty  of  the  room  at  first  caused  some 
crowding  and  disorder,  but  this  has  gradually  disappeared, 
and  the  department  bids  fair  to  become  a  popular  and 
valuable  part  of  the  Library  system. 


The  removal  of  the  juvenile  books  to  the  basement  has 
made  it  possible  to  undertake  an  extensive  re-arrangement 
of  the  whole  Lending  Library,  in  which  it  stands  in  very 
great  need.  At  present,  owing  to  the  lack  of  shelf-room,  it 
is  impossible  to  give  each  subject  a  separate  shelf,  and  the 
result  is  that  topics  get  mixed  somewhat,  and  borrowers  are 
not  able  to  find  so  readilv  a  given  book  even  though  the 
direction  is  to  a  certain  shelf  The  Librarian  has  accordingly 
devised  a  Classification  by  which  the  books,  in  strici  order 
of  subjects,   will    be   kept    under  a  numerical  arrangement, 
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and  the  need  for  a  shelf  reference  will  be  dispensed  with.  At 
the  same  time  a  great  saving  of  space  will  be  effected,  as  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  leave  room  for  additions  on  every 
shelf.  The  scheme  of  classification  will  be  completely  indexed, 
so  that  the  reference  from  a  subject  to  its  class  number  will 
be  easy  and  rapid. 


Borrowers  between  the  ages  of  13  and  16  are  reminded  that 
they  are  not  excluded  from  the  use  of  the  Aduh  Lending 
Librar}'  because  of  the  Rules  of  the  New  Juvenile  Depart- 
ment. A  Special  Ticket  will  be  issued  to  anyone  over  13 
or  under  16  years  of  age  who  appHes  in  the  usual  way, 
enabhng  non-fictional  works  to  be  taken  out,  but  novels  can 
only  be  borrowed  if  no  use  is  made  of  those  in  the  Juvenile 
Library.  To  enable  this  to  be  done,  the  Borrower  must 
arrange  with  the  Assistant  in  charge  to  have  his  or  her 
Juvenile  Borrowing  Card  transferred  to  the  Adult  Depart- 
ment, and  taken  back  when  it  is  desired  to  use  the  books 
of  the  Juvenile  Department.

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Under  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated 
September  9,  1898,  the  whole  of  the  powers,  duties,  and 
liabilities  of  the  Commissioners  for  Public  Libraries  and 
Museums  for  the  Parish  of  Clerkenwell  were  transferred  to 
the  Vestry  of  Clerkenwell  from  September  29.  The  power 
to  order  this  transfer  was  conferred  on  the  Local  Government 
Board  by  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1894,  ^^^  under  the 
provisions  of  this  law  a  number  of  London  libraries  have 
been  transferred  from  the  Commissioners,  who  formerly 
administered  the  Public  Libraries  Acts,  to  the  local  Vestries, 
who  generally  appoint  Committees  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Libraries.  On  September  8  the  Vestry  resolved  — *■  That 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  at  8  o'clock,  a  Committee 
be  appointed  consisting  of  three  members  for  Ward  No.  i, 
four  for  No.  2,  three  for  No.  3,  five  for  No.  4,  and  four  for 
No.  5,  to  take  over  the  powers  of  the  Library  Com- 
missioners." On  September  22  the  Vestry  proceeded  to 
appoint  a  Library  Committee  in  accordance  with  this 
resolution,  and  the  members'  names  will  be  found  printed  on 
the  front  cover  of  this  number  of  the  '*  Quarterly  Guide."

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The  re-arrangement  and  re -classification  of  the  Lending 
Department  has  been  commenced,  and  Class  A — 
Sciences,  has  now  been  all  but  completed.  This  has 
necessitated  the  removal  of  the  Social  Science  books  from 
shelves  340-347  to  shelves  259-267.  When  the  whole  of  the 
Library  is  re-classified  the  numbers  on  the  shelves  will 
disappear,  and  the  place  of  a  book  will  be  indicated  by  a 
subject  number  in  the  series  running  right  through  the  class, 
instead  of  by  a  direction  to  a  particular  shelf.  This  will 
enable  additions  to  be  placed  with  all  other  books  on  the 
same  topic,  and  will  prevent  the  mixing  of  subjects,  occasion- 
ally seen  in  crowded  parts  of  the  library  under  the  present 
system.  Every  book  will  be  marked  with  its  class  letter  and 
subject  number  in  such  a  way  that  it  cannot  be  mistaken  as 
belonging  to  any  other  class.  The  class  letters  appear  in  gilt, 
on  round  labels  of  a  special  colour  on  the  backs  of  the  books 
and  under  these  are  fixed  the  topic  or  subject  numbers  of  the 
class,  thus : — 
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A  complete  subject  index  to  the  classification  is  provided, 
which  enables  any  reader  to  find  in  which  class  and  under 
which  number  any  particular  subject  is  to  be  found.  The 
classes  are  arranged  in  numerical  order,  so  that  no  difficulty 
need  be  experienced  in  finding  the  exact  plac&^f  any  topic  or 
book.  For  example,  the  books  on  Botany  are  arranged  as

These  sub-divisions  will  be  kept  in  alphabetical  order  of 
the  authors' names,  so  that  the  catalogue  entry  will  direct  the 
borrower  straight  to  the  topic  he  wants,  and  the  author  on 
that  topic  whom  he  prefers.  Catalogues  are  provided  marked 
with  the  new  class  numbers,  and  bound  copies  of  the 
Classification  will  be  kept  beside  each  class,  in  addition  to  a 
plentiful  supply  of  name  and  number-labels  on  the  shelves 
themselves.  The  odd  numbers  are  not  used  in  this  classifi- 
cation, being  reserved  for  additions  to  the  sub-divisions  as 
they  arise.  The  small  coloured  discs  on  the  backs  of  the 
books  are  simply  intended  to  assist  readers  in  keeping  books 
on  their  proper  shelves  and  to  prevent  misplacements  The 
only  labels  or  numbers  which  concern  borrowers  are  those 
representing  the  class  letters  and  sub-divisional  numbers. 
These,  with  the  authors'  names,  are  the  only  items  to  be  kept 
in  the  memory. 

During  the  alterations,  Borrowers  are  earnestly  urged  to 
consult  the  Librarian  or  his  staff  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  any 
particular  book  or  subject,  or  as  regards  any  obscure  point  in 
the  method  of  arrangement.

The   Library  Committee  have  made  arrangements   for 
opening  a  Branch    Library  for  the   Pentonville  District, 

at  Risinghill  Street,  near  the  corner  of  Penton  Street.  This 
has  been  fitted  up  as  a  small  Reading  Room  with  a  selection 
of  the  leading  periodicals,  and  here  also  will  be  found  a  few 
of  the  best  works  of  ready  reference.  Attached  to  the  Reading 
Room  is  a  Lending  Department  containing  a  good  selection 
of  the  most  popular  modern  literature,  and  this  can  be  used 
by  any  borrower  in  the  Parish  of  Clerkenwell.  Users  of  this 
Branch,  who  are  unable  to  obtain  suitable  books,  may  furnish 
the  librarian-in-charge  wiih  a  list  of  books  selected  from  the 
Central  Library  Catalogue,  and  one  of  these  will  be  procured 
from  the  Central  Library,  if  available,  and  sent  to  the  Branch 
on  the  following  day.  Tickets  issued  to  borrowers  at  the 
Branch  will  be  available  at  the  Central  Library  and  vice-versa, 
but  only  one  library  can  be  used  at  a  time,  and  all  books 
must  be  returned  to  the  library  from  which  they  are  with- 
drawn. A  list  of  some  of  the  books  added  to  the  Pentonville 
Branch  is  printed  in  this  number  of  the  Guide,  and  this  will 
be  supplemented  by  occasional  loans  of  books  from  the 
Central  Library,  v;hich  will  be  changed  from  time  to  time. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  an  Open  Shelf 
Department  in  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Central 
Library.  Part  of  the  Reading  Room  will  be  screened  off  and 
about  1000  volumes  of  reference  works  of  all  kinds  will  be 
made  available  to  readers  without  the  formality  of  consulting 
catalogues  or  writing  application  forms.  The  only  condition 
made  is  that  those  who  consult  the  books  shall  not  replace  them 
on  the  shelves,  but  return  them  to  the  assistant  at  the  barrier. 
It  is  proposed  in  this  way  to  give  free  access'  to  dictionaries 
of  language  ;  biographical  and  historical  works ;  gazetteers  ; 
year-books  and  directories  ;  atlases  and  maps  ;  encylopaedias  ; 
and,  in  general,  every  kind  of  reference  work  likely  to  be  of  use 
to  the  student  or  general  reader  in  quest  of  information.  A 
selection  of  books  on  local  industries  will  also  be  made 
available,  together  with  books  on  art  design,  technical 
manuals,  and  works  of  a  similar  nature.
